ten years.

Watertovvn to a very big audience. 1 
was ruuninjj at that time as a liberal 
Republican lor lieutenant governor upon 
the-same tic-!-et with Francis Kernan. It 
'was an immense outdoor audience. In 
front of mo stood a loan who watched 
me during- tho three hours of that speech 
for the purpose of catching mo on son;s 
material point. 


I finally took up the (jueation of Gen- 


eral Dix's ai?e, gave the dates of the va- 
rious biographical dictionaries and en- 
cyclopedias, und b:ibcd a theory on how 
old he must have been in the war of 1812, 
where he was a lieutenant, and finally 
said that the only really authentic data 
had been revealed by some recent re- 
searches irt tho colonial records of Mas- 
sachusetts. It had been discovered that 
when the pilgrim fathers landed on Ply- 
mouth rock they found General Dix 
standing on that hi&toric spot and shout- 
ing that unless they made him a justice 
of the peace he would go over and join 
the Indians, the point of which was that 
the general had changed his politics sev- 
eral times, and every time he got an office. 


My critical friend saw his opportunity 


and grasped it at once. He sprang tip 
with a shout that could be heard to the 
Canadian border, "Mr. Depew, that is a 
lie!" 
I looked at him for a moment to 


see whether he had swallowed the bait, 
and found that he had taken it in hook 
and line, bob and sinker, whole and all. 
Then 1 stepped to the front of the plat- 
form and said with great emphasis and 
Indignation, "Sir, I have told that his- 
toric anecdote from Montauk point to 
Niagara falls to hundreds of thousands 
of the intelligent and educated people of 
this great commonwealth, and you are 
the only man who ever had the audacity 
to O.ony it."

Tlio TVixif!!.v Oaks. 


The great oalrs at Wnverly, Mass., are 


survivals of an oak forest that must 
have existed in that region, according to 
the geologists and students of trees, as 
far back as tho Tenth century. 
They 


boar every evidence of great age, and an 
elm treo in the iieigborhood, now almobt 
dismantled, with its great limbs lying 
on the ground and nearly all of its 
branches decayed, is the most venerable 
object in the line of trees that can prob- 
ably bo displayed in New England. 
It 


is well worth a visit to Warerly just to 
see this venerable elm. It ih immense in 
the size of its trunk, and its dignity in 
decay is very impressive. 
Tho dozen 


oak trees in the neighborhood are of the 
sort that attain a \ cry great age and 
that maintain their virility unimpaired. 


We know of only one other oak tree 


hi New England that can bo compared 
with them. That is located in Ipswich, 
and is larger and more venerable appar- 
ently than any of the Wavcrly oaks. 
and that and the Waverly oaks, wo ere 
glad to Itnow, huvo been inspected by 
tho state park commissioners and are 
likely to bo preserved. It is worth one's 
while to ueo and study those majestic 
o,"ks. They are faeou to great advantage 
in the winter, when their rugged limbs 
ire bare and their immense btrcngth i? 
revealed, and in buinmor, when they arc 
covered with foliage, they aro objects of 
wonderful beauty.—Boston Herald.

Mr. Heed's Congress, which believed 


in reviving the old war principle of " the 
old flag aod an appropriation," passed 
nn Act for the encouragement of Ameri- 
can commerce on the high sens. 
Under 


that Act thePacitic Mail Steamship Com- 
pany received a subsidy from the United 
States for the promotion of commerce 
between New York and the Pacific (Joast. 
The late Congress investigated the meth 
ods of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com 
pany aud found that company to be one 
of the most impartial and obliging cor- 
porations in existence. It not only ac- 
cepted a subsidy from the United States 
for maintaining a competitive passenger 
and freight line between New York and 
San Francisco, but iu addition receivecl 
a bounty from 
the 
Transcontinental 


Kailroad Association, to ketp up freight 
c.ud piibsengor rates, so as to make it less 
expensive to shippers to forward goods, 
wares and merchandise by rail across the 
continent than by water via the Isth- 
mus. 


This 
double-barreled 
arrangement 


might have continued indefinitely had it 
not been for the Panama Railroad C >m- 
pany. That corporation fouud Mint the 
Government subsidy to the steamship 
company did not increase traffic on its 
railroad between the Atlantic aud Pacific 
and it endeuvwred to ascertain the cause. 
Diligent inquiry revealed tho tact thut 
though the steamship company receivecl 
a liberal bounty from the taxpayers ot 
the United States to compete with the 
transcontinental roads and reduce rates. 
it received a larger sum from the roads 
to keep rp rates. 


The evidence proved all that was al- 


leged against the steamship company, 
yet it is still graciously permitted to 
draw a bounty from the United States 
Treasury.

The Legislature •which adjourned sine 


die !ast night, was one of tin; most Indus 
trious and beyond doubt ono of the must 
conscientious Uw-mikuig bodies that 
ever convened in thu St ite. It transacted 
more business iu fifty d>iys than the Leg- 
islature of 1891 or of 1889 accomplished 
in sixty days, and if disposed to be tlcm 
agogic it miglit tuako some cheap ciipitnl 
by following the example of the 
lature of 1891 and passing an Act thnt 
no regular session in future should exceed 
thirty days. 
It hiis materially reduced 


the appropriations and redeemed 
tin- 


pledges which the Silver party gave th« 
people last Fall. It repealed the obnox- 
ious State 
Board of Assessors' Act so 


that there will be no " horizontal raise" 
on the valuation of property for taxable 
purposes again. 
This in fact WHS the 


oo'ly Act on the Stntu f"s which the Silver 
men pledged their legislative nominees 
to repeal, nnd they k f p t l u i t h with the 
people, an unusual tiuuj; for any legis- 
lative body to do. 


That some laws which had better 


been 
left 
out 
of ths 
Statutes were 


en.icted thure is not much doubt, but 
iu no instance weie the protests of tliv 
people or any considerable number ol 
them, against the passage of a bill un 
heeded, and so far the Governor has 
not vetoed a measure seat him by the 
Legislature for approval.

For purely political reasons Dem- 


ocratic Senators used their influence to 
prevent Hanchett'u confirmation.

Mr. W. H. PrecJCG, chief engineer and 


electrician to the postoffice, has put up a 
wire a mile long on the coast near Lav- 
ernock and a shorter one on Flatholm, a • 
little island three miles off in the Bristol 
channel. He fitted the latter 'wire with 
a "sounder" to receive messages,' and 
sent a message through the former from 
& powerful telephonic generator. 
That 


message on the mainland was distinctly 
heard on tho ii-'land, though nothing con- 
nected the two, or, in other words, the 
possibility of a, telephone between places 
unconnected by wiro was conclusively 
established. 


There is a possibility !}»"} of inter- 


planetary communication, a good deal 
more worthy attention than any scheme 
for making gigantic electric flashes. We 
do not knosv if we can communicate by 
telephone through tho ether to New 
York or Melbourne with or without 
cables, but we do know that, if we can- 
not, the fault is in our generators and 
sounders, anil not in any prohibitory nat- 
ural law.

The thought in a man'ii 
bruin which causes him to advance his 
foot mut.t move something in doing it, 
or how could it be transmitted down 
that five or six feet of distance? If it 
moves a physical something, internal to 
the body, why should it not move also 
something external, a wave, as we all 
agree to call it, which on another mind 
prepared to receive it—fitted with 
3. 


sounder in fact—will make an impact 
having all the effect in the conveyance 
of suggestion, or even of facts, of the 
audibility of words? Why, in fact, if 
one wiro can talk to another without con- 
nection, savo through ether, should not 
mind talk to mind without any "wire" 
at all. 


Nono of us understands accurately, or 


even as yet approximately, what the con- 
ditions uro, but many of us know for 
certain that they have occasionally, and 
by what wo call accident, been present 
to particular individuals, and that, when 
present, the communication is completed 
without cables, and mind speaks to mind 
independently of any machinery not ex- 
isting within itself.

moro of a ' 'miraclo"—that is, an occur- 
rence prohibited by immutable law— 
than tho transmission of Mr. Preece'a 
message from Lavernock to Flatholm?— 
London Spectator.
